I  have  the  honor  to  forward  herewith  the  annual  report  of  the 
Police  Department  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1916. 

ORGANIZATION. 

The  numerical  strength  of  the  force  January  1,  1916  was  712,  all 
told.  Fifteen  additional  patrolmen  were  appointed  during  the  year 
and  assigned  to  different  districts,  principally  for  the  purpose  of  regu- 
latingtraffic,  which  has  become  a  heavy  responsibility  on  the  depart- 
ment. With  this  addition  the  force  on  December  31,  1916  numbered 
727,  classified  as  follows:

DISCIPLINE. 

The  discipline  of  the  department  has  been  maintained  at  its 
high  standard,  and  it  is  safe  to  say  that  the  force  at  the  present 
time  is  as  efficient  and  well  disciplined  as  is  possible  for  an 
organization  of  its  kind. 

Company  and  battalion  drills  were  held  during  the  year,  finish- 
ing up  at  the  Annual  Inspection,  which  was  again  held  on  Columbus 
Day  (October  12th)  at  Redland  Field,  where  the  department  made 
its  usual  good  showing  to  an  immense  and  appreciative  body  of 
citizens. 

SCHOOL  OF  INSTRUCTION. 

In  addition  to  the  drills  the  school  of  instruction  has  been  held 
regularly,  all  members  of  the  force  attending  at  designated  times. 
This  school  is  under  the  supervision  of  Inspector  Michael  J.  Kane, 
assisted  by  Lieutenant  Charles  Palmer,  and  there  can  be  no  question 
but  what  it  has  a  great  bearing  on  the  intelligence,  discipline  and 
efficiency  of  the  members  of  the  force. 

The  school  for  substitute  patrolmen,  under  the  direct  control 
of  Lieutenant  Charles  Palmer,  is  held  weekly  in  the  police  gym- 
nasium, where  all  substitutes  are  formed  into  classes  and  instructed 
in  the  laws  and  ordinances,  rules  and  regulations  of  the  depart- 
ment, and  are  drilled  in  the  United  States  Army  Infantry  tactics, 
thereby  thoroughly  preparing  them  for  the  duties  they  are  about 
to  undertake. 
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PATROL  AND  MOUNTED  SERVICE. 

The  patrol  service  consists  of  nine  companies,  with  the  follow- 
ing apparatus,  all  fully  equipped: 
10  Auto-patrols, 
2  Touring  cars   (Chief's   and  one  reserve,) 
1  Roadster  (Inspectors',) 
1  Roadster  (Surgeon's,) 

1  Roadster  (Repair  Service,) 

2  Roadsters  (Traffic  Service,)

2  Buggies, 

13  Motorcycles, 
107  Horses. 

During  the  year  two  Ford  roadsters  were  added  to  the  equip- 
ment of  this  branch  of  the  service.  These  machines  are  used 
by  patrolmen  in  reliefs  for  the  purpose  of  regulating  traffic  along 
the  main  thoroughfares  in  the  suburbs,  catching  speeders  and  viola- 
tors in  general  of  traffic  laws  and  ordinances.  They  have  been  very 
effective  and  have  more  than  met  tbe  anticipations  of  the  depart- 
ment; in  fact,  there  is  a  decided  and  very  noticeable  lessening  of 
offenders  along  our  public  thoroughfares  since  these  machines  have 
been  placed  in  service.

AMBULANCE  SERVICE. 

The  record  of  work  performed  by  the  patrol  service  shows  an 
increase  in  mileage  of  about  twelve  per  cent  over  the  year  1915, 
which  was  a  record  year.  The  cause  of  this  increase  I  might  say 
is  wholly  due  to  the  increased  demands  for  hauling  sick  from  their 
residences  to  the  various  hospitals,  and  is  quite  a  tax  on  the 
department.  By  reason  of  this  fact  it  will  be  absolutely  necessary 
that  a  new  patrol  be  provided  the  coming  year  to  take  care  of  this 
increased  mileage.  Money  has  been  included  in  the  budget  for 
this  purpose.

TRAFFIC. 

Notwithstanding  the  increased  amount  of  traffic  on  the  streets 
during  the  past  year,  the  traffic  force  has  maintained  its  high  stand- 
ard of  efficiency,  and  the  department  has  received  very  few  com- 
plaints. We  are  preparing  to  increase  this  force  very  materially  the 
coming  year,  finding  it  absolutely  necessary  to  widen  our  congested 
district. 

This  force  at  present  consists  of  one  Lieutenant  (mounted),  three 
Corporals  and  sixty-eight  patrolmen,  seven  of  whom  are  mounted,  the 
latter  being  a  very  valuable  adjunct  to  this  arm  of  the  service.  Five 
additional  men  were  added  to  the  traffic  force  during  the  year. 

In  caring  for  the  increased  volume  of  traffic  it  has  been  found 
necessary  to  create  quite  a  number  of  additional  traffic  posts  in  the 
outlying  districts  on  the  main  thoroughfares.  At  these  posts  men  are 
stationed  at  certain  hours  of  the  morning,  noon  and  evening,  in  addi- 
tion to  the  patrolmen  already  stationed  at  the  various  school  houses, 
and  are  rendering  very  efficient  service  in  safeguarding  not  only 
the  drivers,  but  protecting  pedestrians  and  children  going  to  and 
coming  from  school. 
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DETECTIVE  BUREAU. 

The  efficiency  of  this  bureau  has  been  maintained  during  the 
past  year  and  the  members  have  been  very  successful  in  solving 
crime,  recovering  property  and  in  the  performance  of  their  duties 
pertaining  to  this  bureau.

PLACE  OF  DENTENTION. 

The  Place  of  Detention,  as  its  name  implies,  is  a  place  where 
females  are  temporarily  detained  by  the  police  department,  and  is 
taken  care  of  by  four  matrons. 

Mrs.  Margaret  Meade,  who  had  been  in  charge  of  this  branch 
of  the  service  since  its  organization,  was  honorably  retired  on  April 
16,  1916,  the  department  feeling  that  she  had  earned  a  well  merited 
rest  from  her  labors.  Her  sympathetic  interest,  kindly  voice  and 
pleasant  countenance  will  be  missed,  not  only  by  her  associates  in  the 
entire  department,  but  by  numbers  of  unfortunate  women  who  had 
come  under  her  charge. 
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The  services  rendered  by  the  various  matrons  during  the  past 
year  have  been  highly  satisfactory,  each  having  shown  intelligent 
application  to  duty.

The  work  on  the  signal  system  was  stopped  during  the  year  on 
account  of  lack  of  funds,  but  we  hope  during  the  coming  year  to  he 
able  to  remedy  this  condition  and  to  proceed  to  install  a  complete 
up-to-date  system  of  our  own. 

GAMBLING. 

The  crusade  against  gambling  took  on  renewed  vigor  during  the 
year.  A  special  detail  from  headquarters  has  been  vigorously  co- 
operating with  the  commanders  of  the  various  districts,  and  as  a  re- 
sult gambling  in  this  city  is  about  at  the  minimum.  That  we  have 
been  aJble  to  bring  about  this  condition  is  due  in  a  great  measure  to 
the  positive  stand  taken  and  support  given  the  department  by  the 
present  administration.  However,  it  requires  eternal  vigilance  on  the 
part  of  all  members  of  the  force  to  successfully  combat  this,  the 
most  pernicious  of  all  evils,  and  I  think  it  is  safe  to  say  that  this 
vigilance  will  not  be  found  wanting  in  the  department. 

SALOONS. 

The  saloon  has  not  been  much  of  a  problem  to  the  department 
during  the  past  year.  True,  there  have  been  some  violations  of  the 
midnight  closing  ordinance  and  Sunday  closing  law,  hut  the  depart- 
ment has  been  active  in  enforcing  these  laws  and  vigorously  pro- 
secuting offenders  against  the  same. 

The  so-called  social  clubs,  organized  for  the  purpose  of  evading 
the  midnight  and  Sunday  closing  laws,  have  been  to  a  very  great 
extent  eliminated,  although  there  are  a  few  of  these  still  in  exist- 
ence, over  which  the  department  is  exercising  a  very  rigid  super- 
vision, and  where  violations  are  found  they  are  vigorously  prosecuted. 

DANCE  HALLS. 

The  situation  regarding  public  dance-halls  is  fairly  satisfactory, 
and  we  might  add  as  nearly  so  as  is  possible  under  existing  laws, 
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the  police  giving  these  places  all  possible  attention  and  endeavoring 
as  far  as  possible  to  correct  all  evils  incident  thereto. 

SOCIAL  EVIL. 

This  evil  has  been  held  very  well  within  bounds  during  the 
past  year  and  quite  a  few  of  the  houses  eliminated.  The  depart- 
ment exercises  a  very  close  supervision  over  all  of  thsee  places  with 
the  result  that  disorders,  crimes,  etc.  usually  attendant  upon  this 
evil  have  been  almost  altogether  eliminated.  Street-walking  has 
been  given  its  full  measure  of  attention,  and  the  lack  of  complaint 
about  this  practice  attests  the  vigilance  of  the  department  in  arrest- 
ing and  prosecuting  these  characters,  in  fact,  the  situation  as  regards 
this  evil,  is  ahout  as  satisfactory  as  could  be  expected.

I  have  the  honor  to  forward  herewith  the  Annual  Report  of  the 
Fire  Department  of  the  year  ending  December  31,  1916. 

ORGANIZATION. 

The  numerical  strength  of  the  force  on  January  1,  1916,  was  five 
hundred  and  seventy-one  (571). 

During  the  year  one  additional  Assistant  Marshal  was  added.  This 
was  necessary  as  the  fire  districts  were  increased  from  five  (5)  to 
six  (6)  districts.  The  positions  of  Superintendent  of  Cistern  and 
Hydrant  Service,  Mechanical  Engineer,  Chief  Operator  of  Fire  Alarm 
and  Telegraph  Corp  and  Assistant  Operator,  were  abolished  by  an  act 
of  City  Council.  The  following  positions  were  create.d:  Superintend- 
ent of  Equipment  and  two  (2)  Assistant  Superintendents  of  Equip- 
ment; one  being  Supervisor  of  all  horse  drawn  equipment  and  cistern 
and  hydrant  service,  and  one  to  supervise  all  repairs  and  up  keep  of 
all  automobile  apparatus  under  the  supervision  of  the  Superintendent 
of  Equipment.  These  positions  were  necessary  for  the  purpose  of  ex- 
ercising efficient  supervision  of  equipment. 

With  the  changes  mentioned  above  the  force  on  December  31, 
1916,  numbered  five  hundred  and  seventy-three  (573)  as  follows:

DISCIPLINE. 

During  the  year  the  force  has  been  kept  up  to  a  fine  standard 
of  discipline  and  efficiency,  there  being  few  offenses  committeed  by 
individual  members. 

Drill  schools  have  been  inaugurated  in  each  of  the  six  dis- 
tricts, where  ladder  drills  and  the  handling  of  all  equipment  are 
taught  to  the  members  of  the  district  by  the  Assistant  Marshals  in 
charge  of  the  same.  These  drills  are  held  Saturday  afternoon  of 
each  week. 
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IMPROVEMENTS. 

In  contrast  with  preceding  years,  when  additions  were  paid  for 
by  bond  issues,  the  improvements  this  year  enumerated  below  were 
all  paid  out  of  the  appropriation  for  the  Fire  Department.  The  fol- 
lowing describes  the  progress  that  was  made  above  ordinary  main- 
tenance of  the  Department. 

The  purchase  of  one  motor  driven  aerial  truck;  three  tractors 
for  service  ladder  trucks;  six  automobile  runabouts,  and  one  two-ton 
fire  alarm  telegraph  truck;  110  single  fire  plugs;  forty-three  double 
fire  plugs,  ninety-three  white  enamel  beds  to  replace  old  wooden  beds; 
twelve,  three  (3)  gallon  babcock  fire  extinguishers;  12  six  (6)  gallon 
babcock  fire  extinguishers;  two  smoke  helmets;  two  acetylene  cutting 
and  welding  outfits;  two  life  guns;  two  electric  drills,  twelve  carbic 
lights;  one  13,  two  18,  one  22,  three  28,  two  32,  two  36  foot  straight  lad- 
ders; four  16-foot  scaling  ladders;  four  16  hook  ladders,  two  55,  six  40 
and  one  38  foot  bangor  ladders,  also  12,000  feet  of  three  (3)  inch  high 
pressure  fire  hose  was  purchased.  The  wisdom  of  the  pay  as  you  go 
plan  instead  of  issuing  bonds  is  apparent-  These  improvements  cost 
$43,000.00,  all  paid  for  out  of  the  ordinary  appropriations. 

Bonds  for  $35,000.00  were  issued  for  building  new  quarters  and 
purchasing  automobile  apparatus  for  Fire  Company  No.  18  and  Ladder 
Co.  No.  3,  located  at  the  northeast  corner  of  Eastern  and  Strader 
Avenues.  This  house  was  completed  and  automobile  apparatus  in- 
stalled and  placed  in  service  November  29,  1916.  It  is  the  first  double 
company  motorized  and  consists  of  the  following  apparatus.  One 
combination  pumper  and  hose  wagon  and  one  automobile  service  lad- 
der truck. 

The  inspection  of  buildings  for  fire  hazards  has  been  continued 
on  a  larger  scale  than  in  previous  years.  The  inspection  of  theatres, 
scenery,  staging,  etc.,  has  been  continued  along  lines  productive  of 
excellent  results.  These  inspections  have  without  doubt  eliminated 
many  bad  fire  risks.    53,999  inspections  were  made  during  the  year. 

I  recommend  that  some  action  be  taken  in  the  near  future  to 
secure  an  appropriation  that  will  enable  the  department  to  fully  equip 
and  place  in  service  companies  at  'Pleasant  Ridge,  Mt.  Washington 
and  build  new  quarters  for  Company  No.  51,  at  College  Hill,  which  the 
department  now  rents,  and  to  build  new  Company  55,  at  Paddack  and 
Reading  Roads. 

During  the  past  year  numerous  improvements  have  been  made  in 
the  Fire  Alarm  Telegraph  System.  This  work  so  far  as  it  has  pro- 
gressed has  been  a  great  benefit  to  the  Fire  Alarm  System,  it  was 
necessary  to  remodel  the  Fire  Alarm  System  by  eliminating  a  great 
amount  of  unsafe  aerial  construction  by  the  installation  of  under- 
ground cables,  and  in  the  aerial  district,  lines  have  been  rebuilt  and 
are  now  in  first-class  condition. 

Forty-five  new  Fire  Alarm  Boxes  have  been  installed,  these  boxes 
are  of  the  latest  type  and  one  that  is  highly  recommended  by  The 
National  Board  of  Fire  Underwriters. 

Seventy-eight  thousand,  seven  hundred  and  thirty-six  (78,736) 
feet  of  underground  cable  has  been  installed  ins  ducts  and  the  major- 
ity of  same  has  been  connected  up  and  in  service. 

In  the  purchase  of  eighty  (80)  portable  box  telephone  sets,  for 
use  in  the  Department  we  have  been  able  to  reduce  the  annual  rental 
to  The  Cincinnati  &  Suburban  Bell  Telephone  Company  $3.00  per  set 
per  year. 

Regular  tests  of  boxes,  telephones,  station  equipment  and  cir- 
cuits have  been  made,  the  records  of  working  conditions  show  that 
they  have  given  immediate  attention,  regardless  of  time  of  day  or 
weather  conditions. 
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Two  new  signal  circuits  have  been  built  and  put  in  service  during 
the  year,  Nos.  27  and  30.  These  circuits  give  fire  alarm  protection 
throughout  Carthage,  Hartwell,  College  Hill  and  Mt.  Airy. 

A  room  in  the  basement  of  City  Hall  has  been  fitted  up  as  a  ter- 
minal room  for  Fire  and  Police  Telegraph.  There  has  been  installed 
in  this  room,  one  fire  proof  terminal  rack,  with  a  capacity  of  six  hun- 
dred (600)  wires.  Each  circuit  on  this  rack  is  amply  protected  by 
approved  fuses  and  lightning  arrestors. 

A  telegraph  signal  code  system  has  been  properly  installed,  and 
is  now  in  operation  throughout  the  entire  department.  This  system 
is  more  reliable  and  efficient  than  the  old  method  of  transmitting 
general  orders,  reporting  companies,  etc.,  by  telephone  which  was 
slow  and  unsatisfactory. 

I  earnestly  recommend  an  adequate  appropriation  for  several 
years  to  come  for  the  purchase  of  underground  cable.  The  Cincin- 
nati and  Suburban  Bell  Telephone  Company  is  building  more  subway 
each  year  and  if  we  do  not  keep  up  with  the  additional  subway  each 
year,  it  will  mean  that  we  are  going  to  hold  a  great  number  of  un- 
sightly poles  on  our  streets. 

That  provision  be  made  for  the  purchase  of  one  Four  Dial  Trans- 
mitter. The  present  instrument  is  obsolete  and  only  three  dial  and 
this  year  we  wil  go  into  the  four  number  boxes,  which  makes  it  neces- 
sary that  this  new  instrument  be  purchased.  The  National  Board  of 
Fire  Underwriters  have  objected  to  our  methods  of  striking  the  joker 
lick  by  key,  so  recommend  a  good  reliable  transmitter  for  this  purpose. 

Greater  efficiency  could  be  effected  and  a  large  saving  made  by 
replacing  the  slow  and  expensive  horse  drawn  apparatus  now  in  use 
in  this  Department  by  the  purchase  of  motor  apparatus.  Funds  for 
the  complete  motorization  of  all  equipment  should  be  provided. 

I  desire  to  thank  his  Honor,  the  Mayor  and  the  Director  of  Public 
Safety  and  all  branches  of  the  City  government  for  their  co-operation 
and  assistance  in  the  past  year.  To  the  officers  and  members  of  the 
Fire  Department,  I  extend  my  hearty  thanks  for  their  intelligent  and 
zealous  work  and  interest  in  the  service.
